An example of something that is sociopolitical is the issue of environmental 
conservation, which is influenced by both social attitudes towards "going green" and by political 
policies. 

What are socio/political issues? 

A distinct but related meaning of the term "social issue" (used particularly in the United States) 
refers to topics of national political interest, over which the public is deeply divided and which 
are the subject of intense partisan advocacy, debate, and voting. An example is same-sex 
marriage. 


What is sociopolitical structure? 

The term sociopolitical system refers to systems composed of both social elements and political 
elements and the interaction between them.... In such cases, it is of value to look at the whole of 
the social and the political realm as a single organization so as to identify and trace these 
interactions and processes. 


What is sociopolitical climate? 

Social climate (psychological climate, social context) is typically defined as the perceptions of 
a social environment that tend to be shared by a group of people. ... The concept and 
measurement of social climate have since been applied across widely diverse disciplines both 
within and outside the field of psychology.
